Drownings have soared upw ard at 
an unprecedented rate not only in this 
area but also all over the state during 
the past three weeks with 38 deaths re­ 
corded from that cause in Texas during 
the 
period, 
according 
to 
Robert 
G. 
M auermann, 
Deputy 
Director 
Texas 
Parks an d Wildlife Department. 


Unofficial 
records 
kept 
by 
the 
Department show 63 drowning deaths 
occured during the past six weeks while 
69 persons drowned previously in 1967. 
The total now stands a 132 drow n­ 
ings so far in 1967. 
The total for all of 
1966, a s registered by the Department 
w as 236. 


With 
these figures 
not 
including 
the long Fourth of July weekend and 
another 
long 
holiday 
weekend, 
plus 
about 
IG 
weeks 
of 
prime 
outdoor 
recreation time left, the total drownings 
could reach the 300 mark for the year, 
Department sources say. 
Tho 
Department cites carelessness 
a n d 
exceeding 
one's 
limitations 
in 
swimming as being the greatest causes 
of drownings. Aa an example, a small 
fishing boat with four persons aboard 
s w a m p e d due to heavy waves and wind. 
Three held on until 
rescuers arrived 
and one drowned. None wore life pre­ 


servers. 
Another man w as sleeping on the 
deck of a large boat. 
He rolled 
over, 
accidently fell into the water and never 


surfaced. 
Two fishermen, seining on the Texas 
coast, were caught by undertow One s 
body was recovered the following day, 
the other's 
five days 
later. 
Neither 
wore life saving devices. 
Another - 
two fisherman rented a 
boat in a large Texas lake. The motor 
conked out midway 
across the lake. 
One jumped overboard 
to check the 
prop and 
meanwhile choppy 
water 
and wind moved the boat. The swimmer 
couldn't make it back to the boat even 
though his companion threw a life pre­ 


server. 


Young children on family outings 
m ake 
up a high 
percentage 
of 
the 
drowning death list. In most cases, a 
youngster ventures too far from shallow 
water, steps into a deep hole or off an 
underw ater ledge an d drowns. 
Mauermann 
classed 
drowning 
deaths "a useless waste of hum an lite 
and resources com pounded by the fact 
that most could have been prevented 
with a 
small am ount of precaution." 
He also urged all persons who plan 
to use our waters for outdoor recre 
ation 
and 
pleasure 
to 
be 
extremely 
cautious, abide by the rules of water 
safety and take no unnecessary chances.

Each of these appropriations is handled 
by a Subcommittee which sits for months 
going over each item with a fine-tooth 
comb When it finally reaches the point 
of debate in the House, each becomes 
the most important appropriation, an d 
the 13 others are not seen at the time. 
-The over-all picture can not be seen 
until all appropriations have been con­ 
cluded This is usually near the end of 
a Session of Conaress. 
And with each departm ent feeling 
that it is doing the most important part 
of the Government's entire operation it 
is hard to find places to cut. When you 
ad d to this 
all of the people 
that are 
backing the program s because of special 
interests and the like you compound the 
problem. Public works are important to 
every Congressional District in the United 
States and Defense and military con­ 
struction is a must 
This way af thinking extends to the 
individual members of Congress in the 
various programs which directly affect 
their constituency and their 
are a of the 


Country. 
As Burleson points out, each has its 
ardent supporters but there has to be 
some limits somewhere.
